Hossfield has written numerous 
articles, a standard text on type- 
writing and a widely used one- 
hand typing text for the handi- 
capped. 

Wins Championships 

Entering a business school in 
Paterson, N.J., at the age of 14, 
Hossfield typed 54 net words in 
a 15 minute test after his first 
three months training. His first 
competitive typing won the east- 
ern states novice championship, 
where after five and a half 
months of study, he typed 75 net 
words a minute for 15 minutes. 
Five months later, he captured 
the American novice champion- 
ship writing 96 net words a min- 
ute for 15 minutes, and four 
years later, the world’s amateur 
championship writing 145 words 
a minute for 30 minutes. 

He established a record of 143 
net words a minute for one hour 
to win his first world’s profes- 
sional championship. In explain- 
ing his time, Hossfield said, “All 
of the records were made on the 
basis of counting actual words 
instead of count g each five 
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Report Shows SSC Role 


In Construction Plans

Sacramento State College’s role in the California state 
five-year building construction program was brought out 
in a report released this week by the college. The report 
summarizes the building requirements for the next five 


years of all state agencies, in- 
‘cluding the ten colleges, neces- 
sary to meet the demands of the 
rapidly increasing population of 
the state. Needs of SSC are ex- 
pressed in terms of enrollment 
trends and their demands for in- 
creased classroom facilities. The 
Department of Finance expects 
enrollment at SSC to reach 5700 
full-time students in five years 
and 7000 in ten years. 
Total Cost Shown 


The total cost of the five-year 
building program for the ten 
state colleges is $201,465,000. 
The estimated cost of the addi- 
tional buildings needed for SSC, 
to take care of its anticipated en- 
rollment, is approximately $14,- 
500,000. 

The minimum cost of the en- 
tire program is estimated at 
nearly $448 million, of Which 
$200 million is to be financed 
through a bond issue if the bond 
issue is approved. The bond is- 
sue, now designated as Proposi- 
tion number three, will come up 
for the approval of the voters on 
the November 6 ballot. The re- 
mainder of the program is to be 
financed out of the regular 
budget each year, 

Proposition number three is 
the result of legislative decision 
to ask the voters to approve the 
bond issue. The legislative action 
has placed the decision in the 
hands of the California citizens. 
By its action, the legislature has 
created a partnership between 
the five-year construction pro- 
gram and the $200 million bond 
issue. Proposition number three 
is endorsed by the State Cham- 


ber of Commerce and the State 
Council of Education, California 
Teacher's Association. 
Requires Three Years 

The report maintains that al- 
though it is called a five-year 
building program most of the 
buildings must be financed with- 
in a three-year period, since it 
takes on the average of two years 
from the time a building has 
been financed until it is ready for 
occupancy. Because of this heavy 
demand on the budget over a 
short period of time for buildings 
that will be used many years, the 
report said, the legislature has 
proposed that a portion of this 
cost be financed through the 
bond issue. The opinion of the 
legislature was that it would be 
impossible to finance all of the 
necessary buildings out of the 
regular budget. 


State Report Cited 

According to a report by the 
State Department of Education, 
the ability of the ten California 
state colleges to educate the 
thousands of young people who 
will desire to attend them during 
the next five years is dependent 
upon the passage of Proposition 
number three. The report further 
states that for every student in 
the state colleges this fall there 
will be 2.5 students by 1965. 
From 36,871 students in 1955-56, 
these schools will be called upon 
to serve 96,400 in 1966-67. 

At SSC the enrollment during 
the past three years has in- 
creased each year at a rate of 
from 42 to 53 per cent. The full-

strokes as one word as is done 
on the present basis.” 

His highest official , record, 
using the five stroke word count, 
is 139 net words a minute for 
one hour's typing from unfamiliar 
material. On the old word count 
basis, ‘this would be equivalent 
to writing at the rate of about 
154 words a minute. Hossfield 
has the distinction of being the 
only person ever to win the 
world’s professional typewriting 
championship ten times.
